With the announcement that Gov. 
Preston Smith will seek re-election, 
Texas political action picked up last 
week. The only major statewide 
questions still to be resolved are 
which office will Ralph Yarborough 
seek and will George Bush come 
home to be the Republican candidate 
for governor. 
I personally think Gov. Smith would 
have been better off saving his $1000 
filing fee. Unless Yarborough chooses 
to run for governor, it would appear 
at this time the race for governor will 
come down between Ben Barnes and 
Dolph Briscoe. I might be wrong but I 
think Gov. Smith would come in a 
poor third. 
State Sen. Wayne Connally 
of 
Floresville has announced he will be a 
candidate for Lt. Governor and he 
should be a hard man to beat. 
Getting closer to home, Sen. David 
Ratliff has announced that he will 
seek the State Representative seat in 
the new District 61, composed of 
Jones, Fisher, Nolan, Mitchell and 
part of Taylor Counties. 
It caused some excitement when 
Sen. Ratliff announced for the House 
instead of seeking re-election for the 
the Senate, but it appears he was 
another victim of the re-districting. A 
part of his old district was put in with 
the district now served by Jack 
Hightower of Wichita Falls. The 
problem for Ratliff was that only 
about one-third of the new district 
was his and the other two-thirds was 
Hightower’s. 
It is likely that Ratliff will again 
seek the Senate seat when times 
appear more favorable to him. 
* Our two present representatives, 
Frank Calhoun and Grant Jones, have 
announced for office. Calhoun will 
seek the House seat in the new city of 
Abilene district No. 62. Jones will ask 
election as senator for the newly 
defined 24th Senatorial District which 
runs from Abilene to Waco. Tom 
Moore Jr. of Waco has already an­ 
nounced for this seat too. 
As seems traditional, not much 
action is taking place in Jones County 
in the way of politics. It seems 
strange but there are some counties 
that always seem to have hot races 
for every elected office, while other 
counties never seem to develop much 
action. Jones County is usually one of 
'the latter.

It is likely that Ratliff will again 
seek the Senate seat when times 
appear more favorable to him. 
* Our two present representatives, 
Frank Calhoun and Grant Jones, have 
announced for office. Calhoun will 
seek the House seat in the new city of 
Abilene district No. 62. Jones will ask 
election as senator for the newly 
defined 24th Senatorial District which 
runs from Abilene to Waco. Tom 
Moore Jr. of Waco has already an­ 
nounced for this seat too. 
As seems traditional, not much 
action is taking place in Jones County 
in the way of politics. It seems 
strange but there are some counties 
that always seem to have hot races 
for every elected office, while other 
counties never seem to develop much 
action. Jones County is usually one of 
'the latter.

FORTY FIVE YEARS AGO

Mr. May has 
moved into it and his stock looks 
mighty good. Besides this new 
building the other vacant lots are 
having pavement laid in front of them 
and the whole outlook is greatly 
improved. 
This year has been a great building 
year for Hamlin, just as the Herald 
ventured to say on January 1st. The 
business section has not built as fast 
as the residential but probably did not 
need to as much. 
Compliments to Mr. May. 
Exactly $175 was raised at a box 
supper held last Friday night at the 
Dovie School House. A mammouth 
crowd was present, including some 
score or more of business men and 
women from Hamlin. The proceeds of 
the night’s program will go to buying 
play-ground equipment for the school, 
which material is badly needed.
